Dine 
replied that it was a gooa idee, but questioned -whether the .British would 

be willing to support such a move with money and material^ said that 

he could not answer this question, but be believed that the establishment 
of a "Free Zona'* was certainly the only v/ay to bring about the fall of the 
present government. Dine then said that if the British are interested in 
setting up a Free Zone they -should call together Mu ha rem/Ba j raktarl, Nuci 
Kota,. General 'Prerik-YPervizi, Alsus Supi, ifedh^Frashsri end Alj^Kiissurao 
-Dine felt that these men, working together, could establish a !a Freo Zooe fi n 
and when the Zone was established the British could set up any kind of 
government they wanted.
